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ICE  CREAI4  PRODUCTION 

Ice  cream  production  in  the  United  States  in  January  is  estimated  at  50^8AOjOOC 
gallons;  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports*  This  is  1 percent  more  than  the  previous 
January  record  of  a year  earlier  and  8 percent  greater  than  the  I96I-65  average  for 
the  month.  Seasonally;  a fractional  increase  from  December  to  January  this  winter 
contrasts  with  a 3-percent  decline  at  this  time  a year  earlier  and  an  average  gain 
of  U percent  in  the  preceding  5 -/ear  period.  Temperatures  during  January  averaged 
above  normal  in  most  of  the  country.  Tliey  were  below  normal  only  in:  (l)  Parts  of 
Utah;  Colorado;  New  Mexico;  and  the  southern  portion  of  Texas;  (2)  The  Gulf  States 
from  Louisiana  to  northern  Florida;  and  extending  to  western  sections  of  the 
Carolines . 

The  milkfat  content  of  ice  cream  manufactured  in  the  United  States  during 
January  averaged  10.8  percent.  This  compares  with  10.6  percent  in  Jtily  I966  and 
10.9  percent  in  January  I966. 

Changes  in  ice  cream  production  from  January  I966  by  regions  were  mixed.  Out- 
put decreased  2 percent  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  1 percent  in  both  the 
South  Atlantic  and  the  Mountain.  Production  was  about  the  same  in  the  Pacific 
States,  Increases  in  the  remaining  regions  wei'e  1 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic; 

4 percent  in  the  VJest  North  Central  and  6 percent  in  the  South  Central.  In  the 
three  top-producing  stateS;  production  was  down  5 percent  in  New  York;  but  was  up 
6 percent  in  Pennsylvania  and  1 percent  in  California. 

Compared  with  the  I96I-65  January  average;  increases  in  all  regions  varied 
from  4 percent  in  the  East  North  Central  to  l4  percent  in  the  South  Central.  Pro- 
duction was  up  11  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  States  and  5 percent  in  both  the 
West  North  Central  and  the  South  Atlantic , In  the  West;  output  increased  8 percent 
in  the  Mountain  States  and  10  percent  in  the  Pacific.  In  the  three  leading  stateS; 
production  was  up  2 percent  in  New  York,  8 percent  in  Pennsylvania,  and  12  percent 
in  California.

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ICE  MILK  PRODUCTION 
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Production  of  ice  millt  in  the  United  States  during  January  was  estimated  at 
13^510,000  gallons.  This  is  I3  percent  larger  than  in  January  I966  and  50  percent 
greater  than  the  I96I-65  average  for  the  month . 

Output  advanced  7 percent  from  December  to  January.  A year  earlier  production 
declined  slightly^  but  it  increased  9 percent  on  the  average  in  the  previous  5“ 
year  period.  Output  declined  in  both  the  North  Atlantic  Region  and  the  West  North 
Central,  Moderate  increases  occurred  in  1 other  regions  except  the  South  Central, 
where  production  jumped  sharply. 

Compared  with  January  I966,  ice  milk  production  increased  in  all  regions  of 
the  country.  The  sharpest  gains  occurred  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region,  the  West 
North  Central  and  the  South  Central.

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SHERBET  PRODUCTION 


Sherbet  production  in  the  United  States  in  January  was  estimated  at  2,535^000 
gallons  - only  slightly  more  than  in  January  I966,  but  15  percent  larger  than  I96I- 
65  January  average. 

Output  gained  2 percent  from  December  to  January  this  winter.  This  is  in  con- 
trast to  a 3-percent  loss  at  this  time  a year  earlier  and  a l6-percent  advance  on 
the  average  in  the  preceding  5 -year  period.  Production  declined  in  the  North  Atlan- 
tic Region  and  the  Pacific.  Seasonal  advances  occurred  in  all  other  regions. 

Compared  with  January  1966,  sherbet  production  decreased  in  the  North  Atlantic 
States  and  the  two  regions  of  the  West.  Output  was  unchanged  in  the  South  Central 
Region.  Increases  occurred  in  the  remainder  of  the  country.

Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils 
other  than  miHcfat  in  the  United  States  in  January  was  estimated  at  3^^30,000 
gaUons,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports . This  is  2 percent  more  than  in  January 
1966  and  11  percent  larger  than  the  I96I-65  average  for  the  month. 

The  seasonal  increase  from  December  to  January  this  winter  was  2k  percent^  com- 
pared with  only  14  percent  at  this  time  a year  earlier  and  26  percent  on  the  average 
in  the  I96I-65  period.  Production  decreased  seasonally  in  Illinois^  South  Carolina, 
Olclahoma,  and  Arizona,  Sharp  increases  occurred  in  all  other  Mellorine-producing 
states , 

Compared  with  January  I966,  production  was  larger  in  Alabama,  Arizona,  Oregon 
and  California,  Output  was  Tinchanged  in  I-K>ntana.  Decreases  x/ere  indicated  in  all 
other  important  Mellorine-producing  states.

UATER  ICE  PRODUCTION 

Manufacture  of  water  ices  in  the  United  States  in  January  totaled  1,110,000 
gallons  - 9 percent  more  than  in  January  I966  and  30  percent  greater  than  the  I961 
65  January  average. 

Production  advanced  l4  percent  from  December  to  January.  This  compares  with 
19  percent  between  these  months  a year  ago  and  an  average  of  31  percent  in  the 
I96I-65  period.  Sharp  seasonal  gains  occurred  in  all  regions  except  the  South  At- 
lantic, where  a decrease  was  shown. 

Compared  with  January  I966,  output  decreased  in  the  East  North  Central 
Region.  Production  was  larger  in  all  the  other  regions  of  the  country.  Sharp  in- 
creases \7'ere  indicated  in  the  West  North  Central  Region,  the  South  Atlantic  and 
the  West.
